In 'Canada, work must be 
carried oh delicately; . the Instructions 
of the. British Government being to 
refrain from . taking any action that 
mlght .;ln - any way cause trouble to 
exporters or local manufactur'ers.

A: Commissioner must be able to 
answer, any questions, put to him by 
manufacturers . regarding possibilities 
of- a;',.niarket in the parUcular locality 
In which lie Iâ< stationed.

Qeoffrey Chaucer 

"Chaucer" by G. K, ChesUrlon Farrjkr & 
Rlnehart (Oxford University Press, Toronto). 

(Farrsr and Rlnehart) 
TfOR thirty years Mr. Chesterton- has been giving 

to the public books on all sorts of subjects, 
and long ago everybody formed a pretty definite 
notion of what to expect from him. The Ohester- 
tonlan paradox Is celebrated, and Mr, Chesterton Is 
the leadhig- exponent of the famous proposition 
that "Whatever Is, Is not." This modern world In 
which we live Is a crazy world, and the only 
sane persons In the lunatic asylum are Mr. Chester- 
ton and his friend Mr. Belloc, 

All this Is helped out by the assumpticm of a 
Pre-Reformatlon age In which sanity reigned and 
Ing of life. Of course much of this medievalism 
everybody knew perfectly well what was the mean- 
was the Invention of the alleged crazy modem 
mind that thought it discovered the middle . ages 
at thé end of the Ël g bteroth. Oentai^^ 
ton Is hi some rMR8SËS"^â''béiaied ' r^fflHewefya" 
century ago. 

So It \ was Inevitable that he would publish a 
book on Shauccr. But' It Is greatly to be .regretted 
that he did not take the trouble to master his 
subject before writing It. In fact he has produced 
a book of as little use to students of Ohfxucer as 
William Godwin's. And he has not Godwin's exr. 
cuse that accurate information was not then ac' 
cessible. 

Mr. Chesterton seems to have relied for his 
scholarship mainly upon Pollard's compact, inter 
estlng, but now largely obsolete "Chaucer Primer." 
On^ does not demand of a man of letters pedantic 
accuracy and. concern for the minutiae of scholar 
ship, but downright nonsense and gross Inaccuracy 
are reprehensitile. . 

There was a time when many people thought 
that Chaucer almost invented the English language, 
Np Infoimed person believes that nowadays. Yet 
Mr. Chesterton begins hls^preface, "If I were writ 
ing this ta French as I should be if Chaucer had 
not chosen to write in English." It would be nearer 
the truth, to say , in Ohestertonlan faishion that 
Chaucer wrotji^ijtoglish because we speak Eng- 
lish. By the^Spi^of'the Fourteenth Century it 
was unmistakable that English was going to be the 
language of all classes of English society, 

Or to lake another Illustration. Speaking ot 
Cwséjda, Mr. . Chesterton says, ; -<<I< tajpwiithat 
Ôbiiucer does onc^,' in a sort of noble ' madness, 
snatch at. a sort of fatalism as an excuse for his 
heroliie chiefly because he cannot; .-Uitajt of .any 
other excuse:*' The truth -Is that iohaucer crainot 
çom» anywhere near the subject of free will and 
predéstinatlon,. without dropping everything' else 
to talk about metaphyisloal and theological subtle 
ties. Plaliily the problem fascinated him. 

These two examples will suffice. But manjr 
othprs could be mentioned to demonstrate Mr! 
Chesterton's lack of equipment' for this particular 
task. To be sure. Ignorance 6f this sort does .not 
preclude a sensitive and symjiathetlc critic from 
wrlttag a sthnulating and useful book, TTnfortun^ 
ately. Mr. Chesterton, frequently, allows his anU^ 
Bémetic antl-Amwicah, and antl-Proteslant preju- 
dice? to come to the sufface. Narrow-mindedhesB 
of this sort is disastrous^ in any discussion of' the 
humane ahd tolerant Chaucer. 

Mr. Chesterton says that his book Is ■ Intended 
for those who know even less of Chaucer than he 
does. If this Is to be taken serlouily, his audleilce 
Is of very small dimensions. One suspeôts, how- 
ever, that Mr. Chesterton is not so much concerned 
with persuading his readers to enjoy Chaucer, as 
he is with using Chaucer as a club for beating his 
own age over the head.

report. He must be a diplomat In as 

much as his Information must come 
from influential people of the finan- 
cial world. If he can play the game 
squarely handle situations, delicately 
and exerclise diplomacy 'hp- should 
meet with no difficulty but rathfr 
with great success. 

Since the Imperial : Conf erence at 
Ottawa hundnBdSjj^oMmar^ 
notified the bôirunlMlonw^rmélr de- 
sire to turn their trade to Empire 
rather than to foreign countries. Al- 
though trade is constancy changing 
Its aspect due to inventions and the 
improvement of equipment, it is pos- 
sible for a manufacturer to change his 
products to meet the needs of the Im-
